The three autumn jellies advisable for 


lousekeepers to make are quince, grape 
and wild plum—the last named being 
Iner for game tlum uny jelly made. 
The method of mailing1, after the juice 
.s procured, is the same for all. Measure 
the juice and boil for 20 minutes; add 
a pint of granulated sugar which has 
been heated in the oven for each pint 
of the juice, and as soon as it is thor 
oughly dissolved slum and fill into 
tumblers, each ha\ing in. it a silver 
spoon to prevent cracking. Jelly so 
made will never fail. 


To procure the quince juice just cover 


the parings and cores left from the pro- 
son cd fruit (from which all stems and 
defective parts have been left out) with 
cold v, ater; boil until soft, mash, and 
drain. An equal weight of tart apples 
may be added nnd cooked with the par- 
ings. 


The point in grape jelly is to have the 


grapes at their "best stage, which is just 
when they are red, before turning pur- 
ple. 
Kipe grapes, of course, can be 


made into jelly, but it is not nearly so 
fine a flnvor or color. Stem the grapes, 
add a pint of water to six quarts, heat 
slo-uly fams-Wng thorn), and boil gentlv 
until a',1 the juice is freed; strain. Wild 
grapes malie a fine jelly. 
The wild 


'plums must be co"\ered'with cold water, 
brought to a boil, cooked 10 ajsof t mass, 
and strained.—Chicago Tribune.

Ohaunoey I. Filley, the great Repub-

40,000 Republicans sn Ohio declaied 
against him by opposing his legislative 
candidates. He has made himself ob- 
noxioua to the Republican masses not 
alone in Ohio, bnt throughout the ooun 
try. He will begin to realize that fact i! 
permitted by hia excessively enlarged 
opinion of himself obtained through 
tbe extraordinary campaign of 1896, in 
wbiob he supposed himself to ba the 
chief actor and promoter. Now there 
is an uprising of the people against 
him, as the election in Ohio, Nebraska 
and other States shows. He is too 
prominent a red rag of platocru>y 
truatiam aiid commercial politics to 
tolerate. He has encouraged pledge 
and instruction breaking, and is so dis 
reputable in his State as to deserve 
some of his own medicine. This wli 
not hurt bnt improve the Republican 
party, and save it, if anything can 
from his defeating it in 1898 and 1900 


Mr. Pilley has no doubt that the 


next Congress will be opposed to Mc- 
Kiuley, and unless Hannaism is rooted 
out of the policy and action of tbe 
party it will bring defeat in 1900. "We 
have no use," said Mr. Filley, "for 
Mark Hanaa in National or local poll 
tics; Ohio proves it. How galling it 
mnst be to hia pride." 


That is the opinion of Banna and 


hia methods entertained by one of the 
most prominent Republicans m the 
United States, Ohauncey I. Filley ol 
St. Louis. It seems that Hannaism 
with all that the term implies, is as 
obnoxious to decent Republicans as it 
is to respectable members of all parties 
It means subservlence to wealth, ab 
solate control of the Government by 
traets and monopolies, colonization o: 
voters and the sale of the elective fran- 
chise to the highest bidder. No party 
so long as there is a spark of independ- 
ence left in the breasts of American 
citizens, caa bear such a burden for 
any considerable time, and the fate of 
Cleveland, who was tho bead of a party 
in the last Presidential election that 
carried only one precinct in the United 
States, and in that only six votes were 
polled, awaits MoKinley unless, 
Mr. Pilley, he repudiates Hannaism and 
severs bis connection with the great

trost decree that China must adopt the 
gold standard and the Emperor had no 
alternative but to do as ordered by hit. 
creditors. 
This decree when enforced 


will tend to still further lower the 
price of silver bullion and give the go!d 
men more cause for rejoicing. The 
closing of the Indian mints to silver 
lowered the price of the met.il about 
fifteen cents an ounce and the adop 
tion of the gold standard by China will 
doubtless have a like depressing effect, 
Tet there are men in the United States 
who argue that tho opening of the 
mints to silver would have no effect on 
its market price. 
With positive proof 


before them that closing tne mint of 
any nation to 
silver reduces the 


market price of the metal they cannot 
see, 
or seeing will not admit, that 


opening the mint of any nation to sil- 
ver enhances its tturkBl value. They 
concede ttiat lessening the demand for 
silver depreciates Us uommeicial value, 
but deny thut increased demand will 
enhance Us markot value, and claim 
that their conclusions are logical.

CA11SON INTENSELY EXCITED. 


A Coroner's Jury Immediately Im-

District Attorney for Nevada, loft for 
Carson yesterday morning on legal 


usiuess. He was in his usual happy 
rame of minJ, and as he passed up 
Virginia street on his way to the depot 
alutod a number of friends with a 
laasant good morning.

bought that it was the last time he

ear to him or upon those of his 
riends with whom he was so familiar. 
At about 5 o'clock a report came that 
A. Jones had taken his own life al 


Carson, The news spread like wildfire 
nd in a few moments the telegraph 
fflce was beseiged with people making 
nquiries. 
Manager Brown of the 


Vestern Union finally succeeded in 
ecnring a flash from Carson thai 
'ones had besu killed by Dr. Gaiuaa 
m 'the street. 
This much was re- 


iorted,but the particulars of the shooi- 
ng or the cause could not be obtained, 
Uhough two or three telegrams of in- 
quiry were at once dispatched. Several 
uniors immediately began to be cireu- 
atod concerning the cause of 
the 


hooting, but they were contradictory. 
A. J. Maestretti, a clerk in Mr. Jones' 


office, and W. H, Noyes went to Jos. 
a'. Jones' residence to see if he or his 
amily had been informed of 
tbe 


ragedy. 
Upon arriving it was found 


-hat Mr. J. E. Jones had gone to Vir- 
ginia, so the news was broken as gently 
as possible to the wife and mother of 
..he deceased. 
The poor wife seemed 


as if turned to atone and the mother's 
terrible grief was awful to witness. 
Whon tho first outburst was over it 
was hurriedly decided by the ladies to 
start for Carson by private conveyancfi, 
but afterwards, this plan was aban- 
doned and it was decided to await the 
arrival of the Virginia & Truckee train 
n order to receive more particulars oi 
the affair. 


Upon the arrival of the train Jas. F. 


Deauis and Joseph E. Jonea, who re- 
;urned last evening, were interviewed 
Mr. Jonea had heavd of the shooting 
Before leaving Virginia, but knew noth 
mg of the particulars except what he 
heard us lie passed through Carson 
and on his way to Eeuo. 
He hurried 


home in order to ba with his family. 
James F. Dennis, who was with Chas, 
A. Jones when he was killed, declined 
to mrtki any statement in regard to the 
shooting until the proper time arrived 


A report was received by the JODRNAL 


that Dennis and Joaoa were together 
walking down Carson street. Jones 
waa observed to raise bis hat to a lady 
on the opposite side of the street. After 
walking a short distance, the pume lady 
met Mie two men, and Mr. Jones shook 
hands with heraui stopped to converse, 
while Mv. Dennis passed on down the 
street. Dr. Guiuau alao appeared upon 
the scene, aud Jones was heard to re- 
mark: 


" Here comes your father." 
The girl repliucl: "Very well, we 


might as well have U out now as any 
time," or words to that effect.

"Charles A. Joues, United States 


District Attorney, was shot dead on 


ne street at Carson this afternoon. 
He and James F. Dennis o£ Reno were 
walking down the street a block or two 
south of the Capitol. 
A young lady 


s said to have beckoned to Mr. Jones, 
aud shortly afterwards Dr. Guinau 
who lives across the street from where 
tbe tragedy occurred, iirri.ved on the 
scene. 


A shot was flrecl and Mr. Jones fel 


against the fence and then to tho side 
walk with a bullet in his brain. The 
shot entered the loft side of his beat 
near the oar and death was almost in 
stantaneous. 
He did not speak auc 


undoubtedly was unconscious from 
the moment tue bullet entered hi: 
head. 


"All sorts of rumors were afloat a 


to tbe ahootinu. The theory of suloid 
which flrst gained ground was dis 
proved by the fact that there was m 
pistol on or near the body. 
Mr. Den 


nis, who had walked some distanc 
away from Mr. Jones, aays he heard th 
shot, looked around and saw Jone 


fall, bat-did not know ??hoflred the 
shot. 
Dr. Gninan made a similar 


statement and the shooting geemfid. 
mysterious, until Julian Guinan, a boy 
about seventeen years of age, gave him- 
self up to the Sheriff and said that he 
fired the fatal shot to protect the 
honor of hie sister. 
Young Gninan 


says he raised tbe 
window in. his 


father's house, took aim at Jones, who 
was diagonally across the street stand- 
ing on the sidewalk at least sixty 
yards away, and flrerl. The bullet was 
found in the fetice in front of Ed. Bur- 
lington's residence, where'Jones'was 
standing. 


The tragedy has caused a sensation 


in this city and various rumors are 
afloat as to the cause. 
The trial of 


young Guinan will doubtless result in 
disclosures which will throw more 
light on the case. 


'Carson Lodge No. 4, Knights of 


Pythias, immediately tooK charge of 
the remains awaiting instructions from 
Amity Lodge No. 8 of Reno, of which 
deceased was a member."

The Carson News had gone to press 


when the shooting, occurred, bat im- 
mediately got out the following extra: 


" About a quarter past 4 this after- 


noon news spread that United States 
District Attorney Charles A. Jones had 
been killed. 


"It occurred at the corner of Ed. Bur- 


lington's residence, and when 
tbe 


rowd reached the scene the last spark 
of life had flown. He lay in the path 
almost on his back, inclined slightly to 
the left. 


'A bullet bole through his left temple 


told the story of his death. The bullet 
came out fit the back and right of his. 
head. 


'A coroner's jury was summoned at 


once. 


"Henry. Fulstone of Jack's Valley was 


the first witness called, and he testified 
that he was in the White House when 
he heard the shot, just about to leave. 
He opened the door and looking down 
the street saw Jones fall. At the same 
time he saw a man run away. Dr. 
Guinan waa near and nlso a woman 
whom witness 
identified 
as 
being 


rather slender and dressed iuadrab 
dress. 


" When witness looked the woman 


threw herself on Dr. Gninan's shoulders 
aud fell to the ground. Witness could 
not identify the woman or tho man 
who ran away. 


"Court then adjourned until about 


10 o'clock to-morrow morning. 


"Just us the jury adjourned Julian 


Gainan appeared at the Sheriff's office 
and gave himself up, saying tliat he 
was the one that committed the deed. 
He was accompanied by his father, who 
in giving him to the Sheriff eaid the 
boy had confessed aud he had nothing 
to say. 


"Julian Gninan is about 16 years of 


age. 


"He claimed he was up stairs in the 


Guinan residence and saw Jones walk' 
ing down with bis sister. He saw his 
father meet them, and after a few words 
saw Junes put his hand in lira coat 
pocket. He thought that Jones was 
about to kill his father, and taking his 
rifle fired, killing Jones instantly. 


"The course of the bullet, which was 


downward, seems »,o bear out the boy's 
statement of the affair. 


"James Dennis was present, but wil 


say absolutely nothing until tbe proper 
time." 


Charles A. Jones was a native son of 


Nevada, bis birthplace being Washoe 
iity about 32 years ago. 
From early 


oyhood he was of an energetic and 
riving nat tire, quick tempered, yet al- 
rays forgiving and to those who knew 
im best, he was ever ready to admit 
>is errors and never hesitated to make 
ny amends in his power. He wns al- 
vays foremost in defending the op- 
tressed, but firm in tbe discharge of 
.is duties. 
He chose the legal profes- 


ion aa his calling and was admitted 
o tbe bar when he became of age and 
hrough his natural nptitudo and per- 
everance he gained axi enviable stand- 
ng iu his profession. 


During Cleveland's Administration 


he waa appointed United Btates Dis- 
rict Attorney for Nevada, and for the 
jaat four years has conducted the 
affairs of that 
office 
'with 
ability. 


Though firm and seemingly relentless 1 
n carrying out the duties imposed 
upon him, he bad a kind heart and at 
imea regretted that he was compelled 
jy duty to prosecute and punish those 
who had been unfortunate. 


He had many friends who will .be 


saddened by the newa of his untimely 
death, and the pangs of deepest sorrow 
v\ll enter the hearts of his wife and 
little son, while the forms of 
the 


mother, whose joy nud pride ho waa, 
and of the father, who had looked for- 
ward in the hope that ho would yet see 
rin son reach the very pinnacle of the 
profession he had chosen, are bowed in 
that most agonized grief which words, 
lowever 
tenderly 
spoken, 
cannot 


assuage. 


Time cannot heal the wounds in 


that mother's and father's heart who 
have centered their very life and hope 
in the future of their son. Let caught
